What Total Family Involvement 
Means To Me

I am sure that you must have heard 
about “total communication” until it 
started to come out of your ears, but this 
philosophy plays a very large part in the 
concept of total family involvement when 
a deaf child is concerned. 

I believe that you are aware of many 
unfortunate hearing children who have 
become unwanted through no fault of their 
own: Vietnamese children who were dis- 
owned and forgotten by their white fathers, 
foundlings who were left on steps of 
churches or in restrooms, children of 
prostitutes or drug addicts, and others. 
Many of them become disturbed children 
who grow up into psychopathic adults. 

It may be strange to you that I should 
compare those children with some deaf 
children who have loving parents — but 
these deaf children do find themselves in 
similar situations if their hearing parents 
possess misdirected goals for their off- 
spring. These parents fail to realize what 
deafness means to their children for the 
handicap is not obvious on the outside 
surface. Therefore, they persist in wasting 
their children’s precious initial years in 
attempting to make them poor imitations 
of hearing children. If they become too 
absorbed in this hassle with the com- 
municative difficulties of their deaf chil- 
dren, they fail to provide the young- 
sters with the adequate communication 
tools with which they would have been able 
to develop intelligence, knowledge, and un- 
derstanding of their environment. It is sad- 
dening to realize that so many loving and 
concerned parents have, and are still sub- 
jecting their deaf children to the same 
sterile and frustrating experiences that the 
unwanted hearing children have. These 
deaf children become disturbed, too, and 


frequently grow up into adults with psy- 
chological problems. 

It is simply for this reason that most 
deaf children of deaf parents do not have 
the same problems because they do not 
have any trouble in communicating with 
their parents. I should know because I 
had deaf parents. I never even knew that 
I had a disability until I went ,to school 
and began to interact with hearing per- 
sons. I was totally involved in my family; 
I knew everything that my family said and 
did, and our conversations were interesting 
and informative. In fact, when I was ap- 
proaching twelve, my mother suggested to 
my father that he have a good talk with 
me. So, one evening he asked me to go 
into the living room with him. 

“I think that it ds time for us to discuss 
the facts of life,” said my father. 

And I said, “All right, Dad. What do you 
want to know?” 

It took me a long time to realize that 
many of my deaf friends did not have the 
same full interaction with their families 
that I had. The full implications did not hit 
me until I began to work with deaf chil- 
ren, and to find that many of the problems 
they were facing were unknown to me. 
But, now, after thirty-seven years of work- 
ing with deaf youngsters, I am firmly 
convinced that parents and families make 
or break their deaf children; their schools 
can only add to their years of informal 
education and experiences at home with a 
modicum of formal academic and vocation- 
al training. This is especially true of 
modern schools for the deaf, which are 
gradually surrendering their old-time role 
of surrogate parents due to changing cir- 
cumstances. 
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Therefore, it now falls upon today's par- 
ents of deaf children to assume a larger 
and more decisive role with their children. 
To meet their responsibilities adequately, 
they must make sure that their youngsters 
become totally involved with their deaf 
.child and sibling, the hearing members of 
the family must ,be one hundred percent 
proficient in communicating with him. 
With profoundly deaf children, the need 
for total communication is undeniable. It 
is also greatly desirable even with children 
possessing better hearing. 

A Healthy Approach 

As I perceive it, a healthy approach 
toward bringing up deaf children requires 
that these things should be done: 

First of all, the parent should accept 
their deaf child as he is. They should never 
show by so much as a flicker of expression 
that they are disappointed in has deafness. 
They should show their love and delight in 
their child. They should be as cheerful and 
positive as possible. 

Then, they should communicate with 
him, They should use any means to reach 
their child and to elicit as full a response 
as they can from him. They should strive 
toward a situation where they and their 
deaf child can exchange thoughts freely 
and easily. This, then, is when their child 
will begin his actual education and train- 
ing. 

The natural corollary to the above is to 
educate him. His parents should tell him 
about things that he may miss because he 
can't hear or read. And, they should use 
positive means to encourage him to read 
When he becomes ready. They should also 
teach him values. Although the exemplary 
approach is the best, the concept of values 
should always be reinforced through open 
discussions. 

A vital part of raising a child is to dis- 
cipline him. Deafness is no excuse for any 
differential treatment. The parents should 
treat him as they do their other children* — 
the only concession toward their deaf child 
that they should make is to make sure that 
he knows why before they act. The kindest 
thing they can do for the child would be to 
make him realize that he will have to take 
the consequences for anything that he may 
do which is wrong or unacceptable. 

Then, to add some frosting, the parents 
should fos.ter some accomplishments. They 
should encourage the development of tal- 


ents and skills which would enchance the 
child’s normal development. The chief rea- 
son I am mentioning this item .is that 
these accomplishments would include the 
acquisition of speech and speechreading 
skills. These should be given prime con- 
sideration because it would convenience the 
deaf child greatly to possess these skills 
to a degree. You will perhaps note that I 
am deliberately giving low priority to 
oral training in the over-all development 
of the deaf child. This may seem to be 
heretical to you, but I am convinced that 
he will be quicker to pick up oral skills df 
he has first acquired a comprehensive 
background of knowledge. 

These components of the process of 
rearing a deaf child are effective only if 
he is an active member of the family, 
enjoying full exchange of .thought with his 
family. In other words it is essential that 
the family be totally involved with the 
deaf child. 

And, this total involvement should pro- 
duce six-year-old deaf children like Jeffrey, 
who came downstairs one day, bellowing 
lustily. 

“What’s the matter?” asked his mother. 

“Papa was hanging pictures and he just 
hit his thumb with a hammer,” said 
Jeffrey. 

“That’s not so serious,” soothed his 
mother. “A big boy like you shouldn’t cry 
at a little thing like that. Why don't you 
just laugh?” 

“I did,” sobbed Jeffrey. 

I am sure that the parents will have a 
treasure of such incidents with their deaf 
children if they would give him a free 
hand in expressing himself, and include 
him as a full family member, thus creat- 
ing a healthy climate for him. In most 
cases, the deaf child is healthy, intelligent, 
and full of curiosity. What he needs is 
to be given the chance to give full rein to 
his natural wish to express himself fully, 
and to comprehend what is going on out- 
side. Indeed, every household with a deaf 
child should have tacked on a wall a sign 
With these words: 

Every deaf child has the right to 
understand and to be understood.

□ Interpret what's happening so your 
child is included in all family sit- 
uations. 

Speech and Speechreading 

□ Encourage your child to keep 
talking. 

□ Expect his/her best effort— 
be realistic. 

□ Let him/her join activities with 
hearing people. 

□ Get a Speech Therapist with the 
help of agencies like Easter Seal .or 
Bureau of Crippled Children. 

Reading j HI 

□ Have the T.V. Guide handy as well 
as comics and games. 

□ Let your child make things follow- 
ing printed directions. 

□ Build up a reference library in your 
home with dictionaries, atlases, en- 
cyclopedias, and other nonfiction 
books of interest to family members. 

□ Encourage use of your town library. 

□ Read bedtime stories or Sunday 
morning comics to your child. 

□ Set an example — read! 

Writing 

□ Encourage keeping in touch with 
out-of-town friends and relatives by 
letter writing. 

□ Suggest keeping a summer diary. 

□ Teach your child to type. 


□ Install a TTY (teletypewriter at- 
tachment to a telephone). It is 
especially important for a deaf 
teenager's social needs. 


Residual Hearing 

□ Have hearing aids tested electronic- 
ally. 

□ Repair or replace aids, earmolds, or 
other parts as necessary. 

Many people do not realize they 
qualify for financial help from the 
Bureau of Crippled Children, State 
Dept, of Health. This is true es- 
pecially if the family has large 
medical bills or more than one deaf 
child. 

Division of Vocational Rehabili- 
tation helps those over sixteen years 
of age. 

□ Purchase spare cords and receivers 
as well as batteries. 

□ Expect aids to be worn all waking 
hours with the exception of swim- 
ming or bathing. 

□ Ask a hard-of-hearing or hearing 
person to talk to and sing to your 
deaf baby if you are deaf and can't 
do it yourself. 

□ Help your child become more aware 
of sounds in the home and the out- 
doors. 

□ Let him/her listen to the stereo and 
T.V. with a good headset. 

□ Compensate for a great hearing loss 
with special devices such as a flash- 
ing alarm clock, vibrating alarm, or 
doorbell lights. They build self-con- 
fidence in becoming an independent 
person while keeping the deaf child 
in touch with his environment. 

□ “Listen” to your child. Set aside 
some time each day to let com- 
munication really happen.

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Perspectives

The last school year was, for the new 
administrative team, a time of observing, 
learning, experiencing and the gradual 
implementation of some changes. It was 
a bewildering paper work year with .the 
carrying out of the mandates of PL 94- 
142, the IEPs (Individual Education Pro- 
grams), the stricter accountability for 
Title I -components (we receive over $200,- 
000 for specific projects and personnel 
such as the Instruction Media Center, our 
Curriculum Coordinator, teacher's assist- 
ants, etc.), and the struggle to comply 
with Title IX requirements (equitable 
treatment for students of both sexes). 

In conjunction with all of ,the above we 
were “blessed” .with on-site visits by com- 
mittees selected by our state and federal 
governments to determine if we were in 
compliance with ,the various mandates and 
regulations set forth for schools and pro- 
grams which serve the handicapped. 

To add icing to the cake, we were bap- 
tized into an era when the public is 
questioning the efficacy of America’s pub- 
lic schools. Sharp prongs have been thrust 
into the innards of America’s school sys- 
tem — why are Johnny and Jill graduat- 
ing unable to read, write and do basic 
arithmetic computation. Because of all the 
outcries there emerged a push for a 
framework for assessing pupil proficiency 
in reading comprehension, writing and 
computation skills, in other words, Com- 
petency Testing, and later on, something 
that stunned our state and the nation — 
Proposition 13. 


Last June seven of us found ourselves 
in Berkeley attending a workshop on 
writing competency tests for high school 
graduation. We are now waiting in the 
wings ready to conduct workshops and 
implement what we have learned relative 
to competency testing. 

This school year has started in high 
gear. Focus is directed on educational 
planning and articulation. Workshops were 
conducted to clarify our system of staff 
observation and evaluation, .to try out one 
method based on a lesson /design format 
that might help improve instruction. 

Our support staff made up of two educa- 
tional consultants, four instructional media 
people, two guidance counselors, an au- 
diologist and a psychometrist will meet 
monthly as a group and work together 
as an aggressive team in order to be of 
more service to the various programs and 
departments of our school. 

We are enthusiastically looking forward 
to a year of growth in quality of services 
to our students and in our instructional 
program. We are fortunate to have with 
us Mr. Don Campbell, our new Curriculum 
Coordinator, who will be a great asset in 
helping us carry out our goals not only 
for the coming year but for the years 
ahead.

Coordinator 


Mr. Don R. Campbell has been appointed by Dr. Robert K. Lennian, 
Superintendent, as the new Curriculum Coordinator for the California 
School for the Deaf, Riverside. Mr. Campbell joined our staff on August 28, 
and returns to us from Santa Fe, New Mexico where he served for three 
years as Principal of the New Mexico School for the Deaf. In past years, 
Mr. Campbell has held various positions at CSDR, including Junior High 
School Principal, School Psychologist; classroom instructor, and Summer 
School Dean of Students. 

The new Curriculum Coordinator position is part of a federally funded 
program provided through ESEA Title I. Mr. Campbell’s position is in addi- 
tion to an already established group of services made possible through 
Title I funding. In addition to the Curriculum Coordinator position these 
valuable services include the positions of Educational Television Specialist, 
Media Specialist, six Teaching Assistant positions and two clerical positions.

In an effort to not be outraced by the increasing technological and 
social changes in our society, our staff and administration have deter- 
mined that our present curriculum should not only undergo coordination 
between departments, but that it also is in need of purposeful and respon- 
sible change. 

In an effort to help the curriculum development process move forward 
in a methodical and responsible manner the following necessary steps will 
be followed in proper order: needs assessment (to answer the questions: 
“Where are we now?” and “Where do we need to go?”); establish educa- 
tional goals and terminal goals; determine curriculum content (to answer 
the question: “Where should we be placing learning emphasis?”); deter- 
mine procedures which will facilitate learning; establish which instructional 
and reinforcement materials will be useful; develop a curriculum bank; and 
determine appropriate evaluation procedures. 

To embark on this effort, Mr. Campbell, with tjie full support of the 
administration and supervisory personnel at CSDR, has launched a compre- 
hensive Needs Assessment program which, involved the gathering of 
input from students, parents, and the adult deaf, agencies serving the deaf, 
and school staff members. A special two-day staff workshop, held on 
October 26-27, was devoted to the determination of curriculum needs 
and to the establishment of developmental goals.

Junior High Changes 

There have been some changes in 
the Junior High School this year, 
notably in terms of an increase in 
enrollment from 112 to a projected 
140 students pending evaluations.

There is now an ongoing observa- 
tion and evaluation system for our 
staff. The principal will work more 
closely with staff members, especially 
the new teachers.

Letterpress Printing 

With the start of the present school 
year ,the classroom schedule in the letter- 
press print shop is different from what 
it had been in the past. This year we are 
trying double sessions for each student. 
We feel they will benefit more from a 
longer learning session. 

In the past, .the average learning time 
was about thirty minutes and by ,the time 
the student was ready for his manipulative 
task the .time allotment had passed. We 
had to postpone this task until the next 
day at which time the student had for- 
gotten what he learned the previous day. 

We are looking forward to the arrival 
of our new phototypesetting equipment, 
hopefully as a Christmas present. This will 
arrive just in time for composition for 
the next yearbook, the 1979 Scarlet and 
Gray. 

Presently workmen have made a hole 
in the north wall of the print shop to 
put in a door. The room next door, (for- 
merly electronics), is being prepared for 
the Lithography shop. This will provide 
better unity and harmony dn the merging 
of the lithography and letterpress shops. 


Lithography 

At this time we are doing a lot of 
testing and review work for the second 
year students. It will be around Novem- 
ber before these students will begin pro- 
duction work and work on their own 
individual projects. Some of the projects 
will be entered dn the Indio Fair in Feb- 
ruary. 

The first year students have a lot of 
paper work to familiarize them with the 
fundamentals of lithography. Some of the 
second-year students have become teacher 
assistants to help them along.

Power Sewing 

We began power sewing .this year with 
many boys in the class. The boys are 
very eager to prove to the girls that they 
also can become good power sewing 
machine operators and good tailors. The 
competition seems to set a good spirit 
among the students and is an inspiration 
for learning. 

Although the machines are heavy and 
extremely fast and sensitive, the begin- 
ning boys and girls in the class are already 
mastering the control of the different 
types of machines. 

Students are engaged in learning vo- 
cabulary and trade related concepts. They 
are also learning different kinds of seams 
and stitches necessary to make sewing 
articles and garments. 

Our first sewing project is to make a 
gym bag; then we will proceed .to more 
complicated items such as shop aprons, 
machine covers, and garments.

Pre- Vocational Wofk Experience Program 


This year, the students in Room 9 
will be working for various organ- 
izations and companies performing 
tasks such as stuffing envelopes, 
sorting items, and attaching address 
labels to material which is to be 
mailed. Recently, many of our stu- 
dents participated in a work pro- 
gram at the Riverside Election 
Department. 

Room 9 is also offering a wood- 
working class. Presently, they fin- 
ish and refinish wood furniture. 
This involves taking apart, strip- 
ping, sanding, staining, reassembl- 
ing and varnishing the items. In the 
near future, we plan on doing de- 
coupage and creating small wood 
projects. 

Room 9-A is our Office Media 
Classroom. The primary purpose 
of the class is to give the students 
an opportunity to learn how to 
operate the various types of equip- 
ment including duplicator, thermo- 
fax, collator, laminator and paper 
Cutter. The students operate these 
machines to prepare materials for 
the classrooms; thus, saving time 
for the staff and learning good 
work habits. 

Four students from Room 10 
were chosen to work off campus 
in a workshop setting. They attend 
the workshop two hours a day, 
twice a week. They are presently 
making coasters for a swimming 
pool company. 

The gardening/landscaping pro- 
gram in Room 11 is a favorite area 
for the students. In the learning 


environment, students are exposed 
to many experiences and responsi- 
bilities such as cultivating soil, se- 
lecting and buying seeds, sowing 
seeds, watering, weeding, thinning, 
transplanting, and harvesting the 
crop. With the harvest, the students 
learn to market their produce to 
teachers and students. They also 
enjoy creating a super salad bar for 
Units I and II. 

In the next few months, we hope 
to develop a new project — a fiber 
glass greenhouse equipped with 
ventilation, heater, thermometer 
and other modern equipment which 
will provide an opportunity for 
Students to grow vegetables and 
plants in a central growing envir- 
onment all year round. 

In the area of crafts, leatherwork 
offers an opportunity for the devel- 
opment of a variety of skills and 
provides an enjoyable experience 
for the student. Using a mallet and 
leather stamps to execute various 
copied and original designs develop 
perceptual skills and provides prac- 
tice in fine motor coordination. Or- 
iginal designs, provide an oppor- 
tunty for individual creativity. 

Students start with small items 
such as key fobs, coasters and book 
marks. As they gain more experi- 
ence, they work on belts, wallets 
and purses. 

A modified course in homemak- 
ing is being provided in Room 
U-A. The students learn the basic 
Ijomemaking skills which cover

food preparation, grocery shopping, 
following simple recipes, cooking, 
cleaning up, laundry care, mend- 
ing, ironing, housekeeping, and in- 
dependent living skills. 


In the Holiday Decoration class 
the students gather natural mate- 
rials and later assemble them into 
holiday decorations. To date, they 
have created three different sizes 
of wreaths, a hanging tree, a hang- 
ing heart, taper candle holder and 
two sizes of tree cones. These items 
are much in demand now. Those 
interested in requesting prices and/ 
or placing orders may call 683- 
8140, extension 61. 

A variety of on-campus explor- 
atory vocational experiences are 
offered in Room 12. The students 
are responsible for the campus 
mail, film delivery, tutoring, chang- 
ing the menu board and other 
activities.
